Bunch of Bananas Added to the Col­ 
lection. 
The latest addition to the hortlcul- 
ural display in Bullock’s show win- 
low, is a bunch of Bryaa-raised ba­ 
nanas, contributed Wednesday morn­ 
ing by Air. Harry Alarwills, cut from 
one of the trees that line the south 
side of his Main street business prop­ 
erty here. 
The bunch in Bullock’s 
window contains 21 fine. full bananas, 
some of which are beginning to ripen. 
Four years ago Mr. Alarwills plant­ 
ed one banana tree. 
From this one 
plant, which has multiplied many fold, I 
he has given away 
125, and has 
growing and bearing on the premises 
already mentioned, 75 trees, which for 
the past three years have borne stead­ 
ily. 
The trees multiply rapidly, the 
old stalk dying off each year, the 
multipliers shooting out from around 
t he old root. 
Mr. MarwiU’8 banana trees, which 
line Caldwell street frflm Main to 
Bryan, furnish one of the most pleas­ 
ing views of the city, particularly in 
the hot summer time, when the deep 
green of the tropical growth stands 
in refreshing contrast with the danc­ 
ing heat that rises and sizzles In tho 
noonday sun. 
Traveling men visiting this place, 
frequently snapshot th' glimpse trans­ 
planted from the tropics, and carry 
the view with them for future refer­ 
ence.

D. C., Nov. 18.—Twen­ 
ty-five years ago today took place that 
world-wide revolution in measuring 
time—the adoption of the standard 
method in the United States, whose 
example was followed later by other 
civilized countries.
